LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 17.— 
California should meet in every 
reasonable way the needs and 
yiews of the other states in the 
Colorado River basin in the final 


formulation of Boulder Dam legis- 
lation, Herbert Hoover declared 
here today in an address at the City 
Hall. 

“The future welfare of all states 
touching the river is forever inter- 
dependent,” he said, “and it can 
be promoted only by a sense of 
common interest and justice to all 
sides.” 

Asserting that it was desirable to 
have the greatest reservoir at 
Boulder Dam “that the engineers 
will recommend,” the Republican 
presidential candidate declared he 
was “hopeful that the project will 
receive favorable action from the 
Present Cong-ess.”’ 

Water Supply Only Limitation. 

“IT never came to California with- 
out wondering over its extraordi- 
hary development,” he said. “This 
city represents one of the most re- 


Markable human migrations in 
history, Upward of 2.000,000 of 
people who have poured _ into 


Southern California have builded 
one of the first rank of American 
cities. Nor is its growth over. 
There is but one limitation which 
looms upon the horizon of the fu- 
ture, and that is adequate water 
supply. 

“That can and must be assured 
from the Colorado’ River in ample 
time to meet your expanding needs. 
I scarcely need repeat my support 
to that development, which I have 
so often given during the last seven 
years. We want the greatest res- 
ervoir at Boulder Canyon that the 
engineers will recommend, and I 
am hopeful that the project will 
receive favorable action from the 
present Congress. 

“I feel deeply that 
should meet in every reasonable 
way the necds and views of the 
Other states in the basin in the 
final formulation of that lIegisla- 
tion. e future welfare of all 
states touching the river is forever 
interdependent and it can be pro- 
moted only by a sense of common 
interest and justice to all sides. 

Future of River Basin. 

“The Colorado River basin is one 
of our richest national assets. The 
full development of its land and 
Water power will in years to come 
be the scene of hundreds of thou- 
Sands of new homes. Its outlet to 
the sea is through Southern Cali- 
fornia. Its development will bring 
added greatness. 

“There is every reason for mu- 
tual co-operation in its develop- 
ment.” 

Hoover’s address was in response 
to the welcome of Mayor George E. 
Cryer. It was the nominee's first 
formal speech on his return trip to 
Washington, to direct his campaign 
for the presidency.

BOY SHOOTS AND 


RILLS BROTHER Al

Ralph Hein,, 4 Years Old, 
Fatally Wounded in Ab- 
domen by Paul Hein, 6, 
in Filling Station. 


Ralph Hein, 4 years old, son of 
Oswald Hein, a painter, of 7002 
Southwest avenue, was shot and 
killed this afternoon by his brother, 
Paul, 6, while they were at play in 
a gasoline filling station at 6928 
Southwest avenue, 

Paul picked up a 22-caliber rifle 
which Charles Riegelsberger, prd- 
prietor of the filling station, kept 
for his protection behind a stove in 
the station. He pointed it at Raloh 
and pulled the trigger. The bul- 
let struck his brother in the abdo- 
men, 

The boy was taken to the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital. He was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival there, at 
1:40 o'clock. 


The two boys had been playing 
in and about the filling station for 


some time before Paul found the 
rifle. 

The Hein brothers were playing 
with two small sons of Riegelsberg- 
er, William and Robert. Charles 
Riegelsberger Jr., 22, another son 
of the station proprietor, was In 
charge, When he left the place 
for a few minutes, the children 
went into the office and brought 
the rifle out from behind the stove. 

Hearing the shot and cries cf 
the children, Andrew Hein, 23, ran 
from his home across the street 
and found his brother lying in the 
door of the filling station. He 
carried Ralph to a neighboring 
physiciam then to the hospital. 

Only the children were in the 
station when the shot was fired.

Relics of Colossal Beast 
That Literally Ate Itself 
Out of Existence, Prize 
Find of Dr. Roy Chap- 
man Andrews’ Expedition 


Py the Associated Press. 

PEKIN, Aug. 17.—Tales. of 
encounters with brigands, of sand 
storms, of a thickly populated fer- 
tile land of 20,000 years ago that 
is now a desert and of fossil re- 
mains of an enormous beast which 
ate itself out of existence, were 
brought here by Roy Chapman 


Andrews and his expedition into 
the Gobi Desert of inner Mongolia. 

They returned laden with relics, 
some of which they say are 150,- 
000 years old and others showing 
a remarkable stage of Stone Age 
culture. They did not, however, 
discover that which they sought, a 
trace of the “dawn man,” or miss- 
ing link. 

Andrews and Walter Granger, 
chief paleontologist of the party, 
exhibited the fossils. The speci- 
mens were wrapped in splints and 
gauze and bound with strips of 
tape. Each looked as if it had just 
come from the operating room of 
a modern hospital. Only the ex- 
plorers were allowed to handle 
them. 

Furious Sand Storms. 

Andrews, who is no tyro in Mon- 
golian exploration, said the weather 
was the worst he had ever encoun- 
tered. Late in March and all 
through April there were terrific 


sand storms, the fine, flinty grains 


penetrating the tightest wrappings 
and most closely fitted cases. At 
times it was impossible to leave 
the tents and the automobiles of 
the party were almost covered by 
drifts. Conditions became so 
bad that some of the Mongols 
threatened to commit suicide. 

The discomfort of the leader was 
increased when he _ accidentally 
shot himself in the leg. The sand 
got into the surgical and medical 
supplies, making it difficult for Dr. 
J. A. Perez to dress the wound. 

Autos Outrace Brigands. 

Brigands beset the explorers 
early in their journey westward 
from Kalgan in the northwest sec- 
tion of this province. The maraud- 
ers appeared in the guise of frien.1- 
ly soldiers and invited the expedi- 
tion to a party. But the ruse failed, 
for when the automobile caravan 
rolled up to the spot selected. by 
the brigands, the chauffeurs were 
stepping on the gas and every Inan 
who had his hands free grasped a 
loaded rifle. The brigands mount- 
ed horses and gave chase but were 
quickly outdistanced. 

The expedition drove westward 
from Kalgan into the heart of the 
desert, then worked northeast to 
the region of Erhlien, where the 
most interesting discoveries were 
made, There they found a new 
fassil area in ancient lake beds and 
east of Erhlien they camé@ upon 
the traces of a prehistoric. people 
known to the scientists as “dune 
dwellers.” Thousands of relics of 
them were found, showing numer- 
ous phases of a stone age culture 
of 20,000 years ago. The country was 
more thickly populated then than 
it is now and the climate was dif- 
ferent, too. Then there were evi- 
dently trees and lakes and. plenti- 
ful annual rainfall. 

Intermediate Stone Age. 

The stone age race extended 

from Siberia to China. It was a 


rough tribe, but evidently  post- 
dated the “dawn men.” 
Bones showed that the people 


subsisted chiefly on birds and frogs 
and traces of a breed of horses or 
donkeys indicated that they used 
beasts of burden. Women adorned 
themselves with nacklaces or fox 
teeth and wore bone rings on their 
fingers or in their ears. For 
weapons the men had stone knives 
and arrow and spear heads of flint 
and agate. They pierced these with 
stone drills. 

“These people were wonderfully 
clever,” said Andrews. “They lived 
apparently in-a transition period 
between the old and new stone 
ages. The countryside was full of 
people who hunted in the woods. 
fished in the lakes and streams and 
built shelters in the duns of skins, 
bark and timbers. There are great 


areas of traces of these people, who 
| lived thereabouts for thousands of 
inter: | 
est on the value of production from | 


years.” 


Relics of Colossal Beast. 

But the big thrill of the ‘trip 
was the finding of the prehistoric 
animal Colossus. Several of the 
bones brought back aregas large 
as the body of a modern nan. 
The humerus is four feet long and 
the collar-bone is a full load fora 
strong collie. The relics include 
several splendidly preserved ribs 
and sections of the spine. 

“We left the pelvis bone and 


several other parts tn a clay bill- 


side,’ said Granger., ‘I never nated

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 17.—Four 
Southeastern States today counted 
10 dead and great property dam- 
age in the wake of storms and 
floods. Railroads, telegraph and 
telephone companies were attempt- 
ing to restore communication lines 
which were broken by raging wa- 
ters in Virginia ,North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Georgia. 

Property owners in those States 
contemplated thousands of acres 
of desolate farm land, destroyed 
and damaged homes and buildings, 
as well 2s unestimated bridge and 
highway damage which cannot be 
restored for months. 

While showers were forecast for 
the affected States today, the 
drenching rains and storm winds 
of the last few days apparently 
had subsided and swollen streams 
were slowly falling. 

1000-Foot Dam Cracks. 


Probably the greatest menace 
obtained along the Broad River 
in South Carg}ina, which is the 
drainage channel for the Western 


edge of North Carolina as well, 
where a Lockhart Power Co. dam 
had already burst near Union, 
S.c. The structure, 1000 feet long 
and 18 feet high, cracked at mid- 
night, threatening, as a result the 
Broad River valley dams to Colum- 
bia. While authorities saiu there 
was no danger to residents in the 
valley, some 50 families were de 
clared by an officer at Union, 8. 
C., to have moved to safety in the 
territory immediately below Lock- 
hart. : 

A dispatch from Winnsboro, S&S. 
C., said that several hundred per- 
sons were marooned on the first 
and second sections of 
Railway Train No. 10, north of 
Columbia, 8S. C., during the night 
because the trains were unable to 
negotiate the high water of the 
Broad River. 

The passengers were removed by 
auto this morning for transporta- 
tion to Columbia. The dispatch said 
that the water rose to the car steps 
at places and that at one place 
several coaches dipped deeper as a 
trestle over the fooldwaters sagged 
under the weight of the train. 


Two Dams Under Water. 

Union Manufacturing Co.'s dam 
at Neil's Shoals and the WLroad 
River Co.’s dam at Parr Shoals, 
near Columbia, were already seven 
to 12 feet under the flood crest. 
With all gates open. Early today 
the crack in the long Lockhart 
structure was thought to be small 
with enough vent to relieve’ the 
pressure and prevent collapse. All 
the dams are concrete. 

Farther up the Broad River in 
North Carolina danger apparently 
had subsided, reports indicating 
that the Lake Lure dam near 
Asheville had withstood the siege 
of flood waters. Many small dams 
in that area and in North and 
South Carolina collapsed without 
Serjous damage to the countryside. 

Roanoke River, higher than 
has been in 25 years, was receding 
today, having fallen five feet over- 


night. The James River in the 
Buchanan vicinity continued to 
rage, but was thought to have 


reached its crest. 

As communication was restored 
last night and today, reports came 
in of great damage throughout the 
loss of life

LONDON, Aug. 17. — A naval 
mystery of nine years’ standing has 
been brought to light by yester- 
day’s announcement from Lenin- 
grad that the British submarine 
L-55 had been raised in the Baltic, 
for apparently the British Admi- 
ralty itself had never known just 
how the submarine was lost. 


on June 12, 1919, announcing thut 


an unnamed submarine, operating 
in the Baltic, was missing, and 
that it was assumed that she had 
been lost, with all hands. ‘The 
relatives and next of kin were no- 
tified. That was all that the Brit- 
ish public knew until yesterday's 
Leningrad news, 

British Aided White Russians, 

Even now a Russian technical 
commission is making an investi- 
gation to establish whether the 
vessel was destroyed by Russian 
shell fire during fighting, when the 
British were helping the white 
Russians against the Bolshevists 
after the war, or whether she col- 
lided with a mine while submergz- 
ing. 

It appears, according to the Rus- 
Sian account,. that when the co:- 
ning tower of the L-® appeared 
above the surface of the water, the 
Russian destroyers Azard and Gav- 
ril began to shell it. After a few 
minutes an enormous cloud of 
black smoke arose, a dull detona- 
tion was heard and the submarine 
sank. 

Leningrad dispatches say that R. 
A. Muklevich, commander of the 
Soviet fleet, reported that the flight 
in which the L-55 was sunk, took 
place June4, 1919. The submarine 
attacke the Russian 
Gavril and Azard. It fired three 
torpedoes, all of which went wide 
of their mark. Then the submarine 
rose to the surface and the Azard 
attacked the craft. A shot hit the 
L-55, an explosion followed and the 
submarine sank at once with all 
her crew. 


Skeletons of Crew Found. 
The raising of the vesel from 
the bottom of Kaporsak Bay was 
attended by great difficulty. It 
was not until last spring that the 


bay was entirely cleared of mines 
planted there during the war. The 
submarine was in fairly good con- 
dition when raised considering her 
long immersion. The vesel was 
towed to Kronstadt and when 
opened disclosed the skeletons of 
the crew. 

Muklevich said the skeletons 
wiuld be buried with appropriate 
military honor unles the British 
Goveenment indicated it desires 
other disposal] of them. 

The British Admiralty says that 
the L-55 was commanded by Lieu- 
tenant-Commander C. M, S. Chap- 
man and had a crew numbering 
41. The Government is making 
application to Moscow for perniis- 
sion to bring the bodies home for 
burial and if, as is expected, per 
mission is given, a British warship 
will be sent to Kronstadt to bring 
the remains to England. 

The British Admiralty will con- 
duct the interment here with the 
fullest funeral honors to the men 
who lost their lives helping in the 
White Russian fight against the 
bolshevists.

An attempt by a student flyer 
to climb in his airplane at 
steep an angle was responsible for 
the crash yesterday afternoon near 
Lambert-St. Louis Field in which

| one passenger was killed and the 


pilot and a second passenger were 
gravely injured. 

Pulled up to an angle at which 
it could no longer maintain .ly- 
ing speed, even with its aotor 
functioning perfectly, the machine 
fell off into a tail spin and crashed 
in a field 400 feet below xnd just 
a quarter of a mile west of the 
airport. 

In the crash, which demolished 
the plane, Robert Sidney Robnett, 
17 years old, a graduate of the 
last June class of Soldan High 
School, was killed. He resided at 


5558 Maple avenue with his wid- 
owed mother. His father was 
struck by a street car and killed 
18 months ago. 

Pilot and Passenger Hurt. 

The pilot was Alfred J. Kuech- 
enmeister, 25, of McKnight and 
Clayton roads, St. Louis County. 
He is at Missouri Baptist Sani- 
tarium with fractures of the nose, 
left leg, and upper jaw, com- 
pound fractures of the left fore- 
arm and lower jaw, and a prob- 
able fracture of the skull. 

The second passenger, Delbert 
Flanders, 21, of 4138 Ashland ave- 
nue, also is at Missouri Baptist 
Sanitarium, suffering from a frac- 
ture of the skull and compound 
fracture of the left leg. He has 
been unconscious since the craSh¢ 
Which occurred at 1:15 o’ciock. 

Kuechenmeister, who was con- 
scious at intervals today, said in 
explanation of the crash that the 
plane went into a stall when he 
climbed it too steeply. It was a 
new Waco biplane which he had 
purchased recently. 


His explanation was confirmed 
by O. E. Scott, field manager, who 
saw the crash from the door of his 
office. Scott told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he saw, the plane 
climb steeply and go into a stall 
just a few seconds before it. fell 
off into a spin. 

It crashed into the ground right 
side up, at high speed, with its 
engine still turning over, and was 
demolished, 

Asked Pilot to Give Him a Ride. 


Young Robnett, an Eagle Bov 
Scout, had ridden to the field yes- 
terday On his bicycle, accompanied 
by four chums. He tmportuned 
uKechenmeister to take him for a 
ride and finally Kuenchenmeister 
consented, putting him in the front 
cockpit beside Flanders. 

Kuechenmeister, a student, had 
applied only yesterday for a Fed- 
eral license as a student pilot, so 
that he could fly his airplane in 
interstate traffic. He had had 26% 
hours in the air in solo flight, but 
even with the student's license 
could not legally carry passenxere 
in interstate traffic. 

The Federal authorities, how- 
ever, have no.jurisdiction over fiy- 
ers who.do not cross a state linc, 
so that the flight yesterday was not 
in violation of the law. There fa a 
rule at the municipal airport that 
only licensed pilots with more 
than 200 hours may carry passen- 
gers for pay. but the field manage- 
ment has no jurisdiction over p’‘- 
Mots who want to carry their friends 
as passengers. | 

Young Robnett's father was 
Noah Robnett, vice president. of 
the Charles M. Monroe Stationery 
Co. He was killed on Feb. 13. 
1927, by a street car at Union and 
Delmar boulevards. His two sons,

Motor Cycle Policeman Fred

SWIMMER IN GATUN LOCKS 
CHARGED 36 CENTS TONNAGE 


Huge Gates Opened for Richard 
Halliburton, Writer. Paddling 
Through the Canal.

GATUN, Canal Zone, Aug. 17.— 
For the first time in the history of 
the Panama Canal the huge Gatun 
iocks were opened yesterday for 
the passage of a single individual. 
The individual was Richard Halli- 
bu. ton, American duthor, who on 
Tuesday started to swim the canal 
from the Atlantic te the Pacific. a 
distance of about 50 miles.

‘HE CAN TELL WHERE 
MISSING ASSETS ARE’ 


His Lawyer Pleads Client 
Is Needed in Chicago in 
Connection With Broker- 


age Receivership . 


Roy C. Toombs, president of the 
International Life Insurance Co., 
will surrender to the Chicago po- 
lice tomorrow, his lawyer  4sf- 
nounced today, on the four war- 
rants issued here for his arrest on 
felony charges, relating to a part 
of the $3,562,952 removed by him 
from the company’s assets. A {u- 
gitive warrant for Toombs’ arrvst 
has been issued in Chicago. 

Yoombs, his lawyer further said, 
will appeal to the Federal Court 
to prevent his extradition from Il- 
linois. After having thrown the 
insurance company 
ship by juggling its moncy and &e- 
curities, he will seek protection in 
the fact that he also wrecked his 
Chicago brokerage firm, Toombs 
& Daily, for which a receiver was 
appointed in that city Tuesday. 


Basis of Injunction Suit. 
The uppeal to the Federal Court, 


according to Toombs’ lawyer, Eu- 
gene L. McGarry, will be made on 
the ground that Toombs is needed 


in Chicago in connection with the 
Toombs & Daily receivership. He is 
needed, McGarry says, to advise 
the referee in bankruptcy and the 
receiver, which is the Foreman 
Trust,and Savings Bank, as to the 
location of assets of Toombs & 
Daily. Therefore, an injunction 
against his removal from Illinois 
will be sought. 

“Toombs hasn't the securities 
that they say are missing,” the 
lawyer said, “‘but he can tell 
where they are.” 

The receivership. for Toomm & 
Daily was decreed by Judge Gem- 
mill of the Superior Court, a State 
tribunal. The receivership petition 
charged Toombs with having de- 
pleted the brokerage compaty’s 
assets by a series of transfers and 
manipulations “involving enormous 
sums of money.” Securities to ihe 
value of $2,000,000 were removed 
by him, it was charged, and the 
company did not receive an equiv- 
alent for them. 

Investigation of the use of the 
mails in Toombs’ transactions 
with Toombs & Daily, and of pos- 
sible violations of the bucket- 
shop statutes, has been begun by 
the United States District Attor- 
ney’s office in Chicago. 


Four Warrants Issued. 
In addition to the original war- 


grand larceny, three more war- 
rants were issued by the Circuit 
Attorney yesterday afternoon. Each 
charges him with procuring a false 
certificate of capital stock to be 
signed, with intent to issue it. One 
warrant charges that last Jan. 17, 
Toombs as president caused ‘V. F. 
Grantges, vice president, and W. 
G. Daret, secretary, to sign a false 
and fraudulent certificate tor 3000 
shares of capital stock of the’ in- 
surance company, numbered 11,- 
009. The others allege certifi rtes 
were similar, and were ..umbered 
11,010 and 11.611. The offense 
charged is a felony, punishable on 
conviction by 2 to 7 years’ im- 
prisonment. 


Posta] Officers Called in. 


Not only Attorney-General Shar- 
tel and two assistanta, but postef- 
fice inepectors, are now co-operat- 
ing with the Circuit Attorney, in his 
investigation of Toombs dealings.

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AGITATION TO BLOGK 


Governors Urge Mediation 
Board to Ask President 
to Intervene. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Ur- 
gent pleas for an appeal to Presi- 
dent Coolidge for the creation of 
a special Federal Board to inquire 
into the threatened strike of train- 
men and conductors on Western 
railroads, have reached the United 
States Board of Railroad Media- 
tion from business and civic or- 
ganizations all over the West and 
from the Governors of several 
Western states. 

Chairman Winslow of the board 
today refused to say whether an 
appeal to the President had been 
or would be made. 

“There is nothing different in 
this case from the usual orderly 
proceedings when a strike vote is 
taken by a railroad employe’s or- 
ganization,” Winslow said. “There 
appears to be no present reason 
for supposing that the provisions 
of the railroad labor law would not 
be adequate to meet any situation 
likely to arise or that the ma- 
chinery of the law will not be op- 
erated if necessary to protect the 
interests of employes, carriers and 
the public.” 

The brotherhoods demanded ea 
7% per cent wage increase, re- 
fused to arbitrate under the board's 
auspices and are now engaged in 
taking a strike vote. 

There is now left practically but 
one move the Federal body can 
take which is‘to notify the Presi- 
dent that a situation is threaten- 
ing the interruption of essential 
transportation and to ask him to 
appoint a special board of inquiry. 
The brotherhoods would then te 
required to delay any actual strike 
until the special board had re- 
ported. 

Only one such board has been 
created in the history of the pres- 
ent. mediation organization. It 
averted the atrike on the Kansas 
City, Mexico & Orient. 

The board is still continuing its 
negotiaionts with the railroad of- 
ficials and the leaders of the 
brotherhoods, but the appeal to the 
President is also under considera- 
tion.

Sacrifice to Save Others. 

How often have I reproached 
myself since his departure for not 
urging him more strongly to wait 
at least until his injuries healed, 
but I knew only too wellMhat with 
a person of his will that,. too, 
would have been in vain. He did 
not go to save himself, but  be- 
cauSe he was convinced that the 
march to the mafnland was the 
only possible hope of rescue for 
the entire expedition. 

There were many who doubted 
the statements of Capt. Zappi about 
Malmeren’'s self-sacrifice and saw 
in them only a trumped-up excuse 
for deserting a comrade. lt can 
say only this—if anyone was ca- 
pable of the noble action described 
by Zappi it could be only Malm- 
gren, a man of unconquerable will, 
noble deeds and unusual moral 
strength. 

Not only can the Swedish Nation 
be proud that such a man came 
from it but the whole world must 
realize from the tragic end of this 
man that in these times of ego- 
tism, materialism and petty differ- 
ences there still exist people who 
are able to give their lives for the 
rescue of others—deliberately and 
under the terrible conditions which 
accompanied Malmgren’s death. 

At the time of the catastrophe to 
the Italia, Malmgren was standing 
at the steering gear. Like the oth- 
ers who were in the front or nav- 
igation part of the Commander’s 
cabin, he did not escape injury. This 
cabin was smashed upon the ice 
with its tip and partly on the side 
with great force, iesulting {rom 
three causes: speed retained by the 
airship after the motors had 
stapped, speed imparted to it by 
the wind and velocity resulting 
from the fall. 


Malmgren Injured in Crash. 

As a result of this terrible crash 
—JI shall never be able to under- 
stand how any of us survived it— 
Malmgren suffered painful  con- 
tusions along his entire left side 
and injury to his left arm or col- 
larbone. We did not know ~ just 
what the injury was, whether a 
sprain or break of the arm. It 
was very difficult to get at the in- 
jured arm since it was inside a 
double suit which was . ry neces- 
sary in that temperature—11 de- 
grees Centigrade below zero (about 
12 above, Fahrenheit.) .Capt. Zap- 
pi, whom we all thought had a 
certain amount of surgical infor- 
mation, declared later—i believe 
after two or three days—that the 
arm had not been broken. 

Capt. Zappi told me later on 
board the Krassin, answering my 
question as to how it was possible 
that Malmgren should have suc- 
cumbed so soon to his injuries svn 
the march, that Malmgren “was 
sot fit to march, because right 
from the start he had a broken 


arm and later his legs were 


frozen.” I am unable to explain 
this contradiction. 

Malmgren told me he had i.o 
fevér. He carried his arm lightly 
in a sling, only his elbow being 
supported. A towel which I found 
and brought to him served as a 
sling. One day before he left us 
he took off the sling and carried 
the arm free, but as it began to 
ache again he put it back into the 
sling before he started on his last 
march, 


Injured Man Carrics Water. 

His contusions, which were very 
painful at first, had improved con- 
siderably after two days in the 
tent. Malmgren spent only two 
days there and then insisted cen 
working with the others. Although 
he could not use his left arm, he 
nevertheless fetched water, for 
which purpose ice had to be 
chopped and melted. I wanted to 
help him in this work, because the 
sight of him going about with his 
left shoulder drawn up was pain- 
ful to watch, but he forbade me 
positively with the remark that he 
alone would suffice for this work 
and I should help Ceccioni repair 
the sleds. 

Gen. Nobile told me later, aft- 
er my rescue, that in the first 
minutes after the catastrophe 
Malmgren wanted to kill himself 
and that Nobile had argued him 
out of it. I have not the slightest 
ground for doubting Nobile’s word, 
and I do not wonder that Malm- 
gren felt in the first moment that 
if he were badly injured and would 
become a burden to the others he 
ought to put an end to his suffer- 
ing. 

I myself, however, saw Malm- 
gren scarcely half an hour after 
the catastrophe, and then he had 
his usual countenance. He was 
the first to take the telescope, 
which was lying in the snow, to see 
if he could discover one of the 
metal cases of food, some of which 
had -been thrown out of the. air- 
ship while the rest had fallen out. 
In fact, he found several, and so 
an hour after the catastrophe we 
had the greater part of our provi- 
sions with us again. 

Cause of Action in Doubt. 

How Malmegren’s agreement with 
the two officers, Capt. Mariano an14d 
Capt. Zappi, came about, I do 19t 
know. Later, when the world 
learned of Malmgren’s tragic end, 
certain quarters tried to ascrive 
the initiative for the march to 
Malmgren and an interview with 
me was interpreted in the same 
sense, although 1 have never said 
anything of the kind. 

I am personally convinced from 
my knowledge of Malmgren that 
he would never have gone away if 
he had felt that his act meant ie- 
sertion of his chief. Malmgren had 
in his veins the blood of Nordic 
soldiers of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, who let. themselves be shot 
for those whom they served even 
though their term of -service might 
expire within a few hours. When 
Malmgren. left he was certainiy 
convinced he would be of service 
to all, and Gen. Nobile himself 
told me Malmgren left the deci- 
sion to him as to whether he should 
go or stay. 

The evening of May 28 Malm- 
gren explained objectively and 
quietly his opinion about the sit- 
uation. This situation appeared 
hopeless. Radio had not estah- 
lished connection, our provisions 
could last two months with the 
greatest economy, a march of: all 
to the mainland was impossible, 
considering Gen. Nobile’s and Cec- 
cioni’s injuries. which made it im- 
possible for them to walk. We 
had no means of transportation, 
since Ceccioni's primitive sleds 
were unfit for transporting the in- 
jured on pack ice. 

Possible to Reach Cape North. 

On the other hand, it was pos- 
sible for two or three persons io 
reach Cape North and from there 
to meet fishing boats or even che 
Citta di Milano, which, in our opir- 
ion, should have got that far. The 
ocean was clear of ice as far as 
Cape North, as an earlier flight of 
the Italia had shown, and there 
they could build a camp. 

Gen. Nobile was of the opinion 
tha: ite would be better to wait, 
because he believed our radio set 
would succeed eventually in estab- 
lishing contact with the outer 
world, when the Citta di Milano 
would change its position. and in 
theory I agreed with him. As 
later developments . showed, this 
view Was oorrect, but Nobile, wno 
was unable to march and did uot 
want to hold with him those who 
might possibly save themselves, 
gave everyone his freedom to leave. 

My suggestion that an officer 
Stay with us in order to direct the 
work in camp and to determine 
our position (the sextants and 
chronometers had been damaged by 
the catastrophe) was received by 
the officers in absolute silence, os 
was the stipulation which I made 
that the wireless operator, Biozi. 
should stay with us, since he was 
the only man who could operate 
our radio station. Trojan! and I!

Secretary Kellogg is going to 
Paris for the sole purpose of sign- 
ing the treaty which has come to 
be known by his name and in the 
negotiation of which he had been 
active since last December. He 
has let it be known that he does 
not intend to discuss formally any 
international questions while there, 
and that he intends to be in Paris 
only three or four days. 

He plans to return the visit of 
President Cosgrave of the Irish 
Free State, and will go direct to 
Dublin from Paris, returning by 
way of London.

be Detroit there are skipstops in the 


heart of the shopping district, and one 
has to walk three or four long blocks 
to reach a car stop. The same applies 
to Kansas City where one is obliged to 
walk two blocks in the shopping district. 
In Cleveland, where skipstops are in op- 
eration, the bipcks are nearly twice as 
long as ours. 

Here in St. Louis the Broadway cars 
stop at Washington, also half a block 
away at St. Charles and vice versa, which 
really seems nonsensical and a waste of 
time. The Post-Dispatch is ever con- 
cerned with making St. Louis an up-to- 
date and progressive city, and I am won- 
dering why you have not caused an in- 
vestigation to be made in other cities 
where skipstops are in successful opera- 
tion—and where no complaint is ever 
heard. 

Our St. Louis blocks are "much shorter 
in length than those of most other cities 
and without skipstops we may never ex- 
pect to have so-called rapid transit on 
our surface lines. Of course, you are 
familiar with the elevated skipstops in 
Chicago—about every five or six blocks 
—and in New York City the subway 
stops are about the same distance apart.

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_ A PREPOSTEROUS PLEA. 

Resisting efforts of the Laclede Gas Company to 
add about $1,400,000 annually to the bills of St. 
Louis gas users, the city very properly denies the 
company’s plea that because it buys some of its 
gas in Illinois, an interstate transaction, the Mis- 
sourl Public Service Commission cannot take cogni- 
zance of what it pays for it. 

Upon the contrary, it is decidedly the commission’s 
business what the company pays for gas, particularly 
what it pays itself. These costs are added to operat- 
ing expenses, and upon operating expenses rates are 
based. If the charge is exorbitant, the commission 
should correct it, and we agree with the city that 
the commission has entire jurisdiction in such a 
matter. If it did not, then all any utility on this 
side would have to do would be to buy from itself 
lacross the river at a huge profit to itself and trans- 
late that profit into operating expenses. As a matter 
of fact, this is what both Laclede and Union Electric 
are doing. If the State is without jurisdiction to 
‘look into those contracts and say how far the profits 
should be charged to operating expenses, then we 
are indeed helpless and these companies can use the 
State boundary to inflict upon. us whatever rates 
they please.

This pipe line company sells its 
gas to Laclede at a rate of 50 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet. Laclede makes gas in St. Louis at a cost of 
21.7 cents per 1000 cubic feet. The company makes 
two claims before the commission—first, that the 
Wood River gas, which is mixed with local gas, has 
a higher heat standard; second, that since the trans- 
action is interstate the commission is debarred from 
taking cognizance of it. 

What an interminable conflict it is! Here is a 
company that has an exorbitant valuation of $48,- 
800,000, which the city says is $8,366,000 more than 
it should have. When it got this valuation it said 
‘t would not increase rates, yet within a few months 
it was back before the commission asking the people 
of St. Louis, chiefly small consumers, to pay it more 
money. It is there now, employing all the arts of 
this new piracy, including the plea that the State 
has no authority to ask what it pays for gas in 
Wood River.

shady porch or lawn, a table, a 
tray of attractive glassware filled 
with tinkling iced drinks offer a 


welcome that seldom fails to be 


thoroughly aprpeciated. 
Fruit juices are cooling in their 


effects on the system, and as they | 


supply mineral salts and vitamins 
they have their place in the daily 
diet. The sugar used for sweeten- 
ing adds energy value and when 


one of the carbonated beverages | 
is combined with the fru.t juices, | 


the healthful qualities of such 
drinks are increased. 

Before giving any specific direc- 
tions there are a few general hirts 
that must always be observed in 


the making of cold beverages. 


First, be very careful not to have | 


such drinks too sweet. 
Second, use the 


itself seldom dissolves sufficiently 
and often forms an unattractive 
layer at the bottom of the -itcher, 
bowl or glass. 

Third, always 
fruit juice with a sweet.

LEGALITY OF SINCLAIR 


LEASE IS UNDER FIRE 


White Eagle Oil Co. Questions 
Action of Dr. Work Over 
Its Protest. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The 
Interior Department announced to- 
day that it had referred to the 
Department of Justice the question 
us to the legality of the renewal of 
the lease of the Sinclair Consoli- 
uated Oil Co. for the purchase of 
royalty oil from the Government’s 
Salt Creek field in Wyoming. The 
legality of the lease is being at- 
tacked by the White Eagle Oil Co. 
of Kansas City. 

In February, Dr. Hubert Work, 
then Secretary of the Interior, 
granted the Sfclair company the 
right to execute its five-year option 
on the royalty oil, stating “&t that 
time that’since there was no fraud 
shown in the execution of the 
Original lease YQ Secretary Fall 
and the Mammotn Oil Co. in 1922 
there was no alternativg except to 
renew the lease. 

Since Secretary West succecded 
Dr. Work, L. L. Marcell of Kansas 
City, of the White Eagle Oil Co., 
which owns an oil refinery near 
Casper, Wyo., requested him _ to 
make a decision on a previous pro- 
test filed with Secretary Work 
questioning the legality of the fre- 
newal. It was made known today 
that Marcell had been informed by 
Secretary West that the matter had 
been turned over to the Depart- 
ment of Justice by his predecessor 
and that he did not feel like taking 
any action until the department 
had reached a decision. 

The execution of the option by 
the Sinclair company was opposed 
hy W. G. Wiliams and Joe Phelan, 
both of New York, before Secre- 
tary Work granted the renewal. 
After it was granted Williams 
wrote to the Department of Jus- 
tice, and the Interior Department 
submitted the entire matter to 
William J. Donovan, Assistant At- 
torney-General. No decision has 
been reached. 

It was explained at the Interior 
Department that a total of $33,- 
757,350 had been paid the Govern- 
ment by the Sinclair Consolidated 
for 19,543,536 barrels of oil taken 
from the Salt Creek fietd between 
1922 and 1928 at an average rate 
of $1.73 a barrel. 

The Interior Department under- 
stands that the White Eagle Oil 
Co. desires to purchase some of 
the Salt Creek oil for its refinery. 
The company is said to contend 
that if the Government sold the 
oil on the open market that it 
probably could obtain a_ better 
price.

were determined from the start to 
stay, and on the second day Lieut. 
Viglieri decided to stay. 

Operator Plans to Go. 

During the last hours before the 
departure, Biogi declared that he, 
too, wanted to g0, but Malmgren 
was absolutely opposed to this. 
When [I told him that I was not 
surprised that Biogi, a noncom- 
missioned officer, wanted to go 
when he saw senior officers leav- 
ing us, Malmgren said literally, 
“All right, if Biogi goes, I will be 
a gentleman and stay here. I will 
not lead away from you the man 
who is your greatest hope.” This 
decision he imparted to the two 
officers, who decided in favor of 
Malmgren’s attitude. 

Psychologically, Malm gren’s 
words are interesting because they 
show he did not feel sure of the 
success of the march as a relief 
measure. In order to make up for 
the possibility that they would meet 
a relief expedition before we did 
and thet therefore we might have 
to wait longer, he left us all the 
bear meat without demanding com- 
pensation in pemmican. Of that 
and of chocolate he took only his 
personal share. 

Before Malmgren’s departure he 
and I spoke a good: deal together.

Last Words With Malmgren.

I followed @rtm perfectly. and also

ITHIN the past few years 
W through the whole United 
persons have 


States maby 
been affected with an eruption of 
the hands and feet that is most 
marked during the hot weather. 
Information is slowly spreading 
among the public that in many in- 
stances this trouble is due to infec- 
tion with a ringworm parasite. 
Medical knowledge of ringworm of 
the hands and feet is comparative- 
ly recent. A.though the first case 
was described in the year 1888, it 
was the excellent work of recent 
wtedical investigators which really 
placed medical knowledge upon a4 
scientific basis in America. 

The disease is remarkably fre- 
quent, and it is probabie that at 
least one-half of all adults suffer 
from it at some time. in the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania a careful 
survey of all students showed that 
over 60 per cent were affected with 
the ringworm organism. The cases 
were definite:y proved and were 
nut based on mere clinical diagno- 
sis; the causative organisms were 
found in ali cases. Ringworm of 
the hands and feet is met with in 
every part of the country, but it 
is more frequent in the South than 
in the drier and colder climates. 
it is said that in the Gulf States 
practically the entire population 
has had the disease at some period. 

Almost everyone who uses 4 
swimming pool, a golf clubhouse, | 
an athletic club or any place where 
there is a common dressing room 
gets the infection on uis feet. It 
is highly probable that the devel- 
opment of ciub life, the great in- 
crease in the number of swimming 
pools. and probably the general 
tendency of the American public 
to spend a certain amount of time 
in hotels, is largely responsible for 
the increase in this disease. 

Ringworm of the hands and 
feet is caused by a vegetable para- 
site whith is a distant cousin of 
the well-known mold that grows 
upen stale bread. In addition to 
living upon the human body, it can 
probably live and grow elsewhere, 
and it can resist drying for a long 
time. In fact, it is a remarkably re- 
sistant organism, for it takes at 
least 15 minutes of boiling to kill 
ene. There are a number of varie- 
ties of ringworm parasite and it is 
highly probable that some infec- 
tions are much more difficult to 
cure than are others. Unfortu- 
nately, at the present time more 
exact knowledge on this point is 
needed. . 

Any type of person may be af- 
fected whether well or ill. Food 
has nothing to do with the dis- 
ease. Even the much-talked-of 
acidosis can hardly be credited 
with being the cause. The disease 


in many instances the trouble is 
due to a ringworm infection. M2ny 
persons know that the handling of 
the house primrose plant is fre- 
quently followed by an eruption of 
blisters upon the fingers, and, riore 


_ rarely, the hands, wrists, and even 


the face. This cofidition, too, has 
been mistaken for ringworm. In 
fact, almost any type of chemical 
or mechanical irritation may be re- 
sponsible for skin trouble that 
closely resembles those caused by 
ringworm. 

The disease never invades the 
scalp and it is excessively rare 


most all cases can be temporarily 
cleaned up and apparently about 
50 per cent can rally be cured. 
Because of the great frequency of 
the disease it is difficult to tell 
whether a fresh outbreak is due to 
a recurrence or to a new infec- 
tion. 

An individual affected with ring- 
worm should not tse a bath mat. 
It is much wiser to step upon a 
section of newspaper and to burn 
that. Likewise the affected fr -- 
son chould be most. scrupulous 
about having his own towels and 
soap; and his socks, slippers and 
shoes should be worn by no one 
else. The use of light canvas slip- 
pers im dressing rooms would prob- 
ably result in a imarked decrease 
in the frequency of the disease. 
The floors of these dressing rooms 
should be washed and frequently 
treated with antiseptic solutions. 
A person in the active stage of 
ringworm should certainly sl:ep 
alone. Likewise, if the disease irn- 
volvés the hands, he should not 
dance, drive a car unless with 
gloves, hold to car straps or teuch 
any object which others might 
also touch. It is possible that door 
knobs may convey the infection 
much more frequently than we 
know. 

There is no type of serum which 
has the slightest effect upon ring- 
worm of the hands and feet. A 
person suffering from the disease 
should soak the affected parts in

, .In many instances cither feet or 
hands alone are affected: but in 
the majority of instances traces of 
the condition can be found upon 
both. In its mildest form the dis- 
ease exists as either a little crack- 
ing or a little scaling between the 
toes In many instances the so- 
called soft corn is really due en- 
tirely to infection with ringworm 
parasites. Other common types of 
lesion are those in which there are 
either few or many blisters, a dif- 
fuse scaly eruption and, lastly, 
wart-like growths. Any portion of 
the hands or feet raay show one 
of these eruptions. Rarely they 
may extend as high as the elbows 
or knees. When the blisters break. 
fluid always escapes to the surface 
and there is a wet oozing surface 
that usually becomes covered with 
scabs. Itching is frequently in- 
tense. 

In a few cases a pus infection cc- 
curs, and, rarely, abscesses may 
develop. These may be upon th. 
hands or the feet or in the 
lymphatic glands which drain the 
involved areas. This is the con- 
dition sometimes known as biood 
poisoning. Fortunately, it is rarely 
serious. 

In many people the disease is by 
no means a mild one. Out of 161 
consecutive cases it was found that 
14 were totally disabi-d and 32 
partially disabled. In some _  in- 
stances this disability lasted as 
long as three months. 

In certain cases the body gains 
some resistance against ringworm 
organisms, just as it does against 
many other infectious diseases.
